An Act regarding the offering of Rewards for the 
Apprehension of Offenders. 


Whereas inconvenience has been experienced 
from the Rules in force which provide that Ma- 
gistrates shall apply to the Courts of Sudder 
Nizamut Adawlut and the Courts of Circuits, or 
Courts exercising the powers of the old Courts of 
Circuit when it may appear advisable to offer a 
reward for the apprehension of a known offender, 
or the discovery of unknown offenders in cases of 
magnitude. And whereas it is expedient that all 
such applications should be made to such Officer 
or Officers as from time to time may be empower- 
ed by the Local Governments to authorize the 
grant of rewards ; 

Tt is hereby enacted, that Sections 2 and 3, Re- 
gulation TX. of 1803, and Sections NVI. and 
AVIT.

First.—That all Letters and Newspapers, exe 
cept Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Letters, intended for 
tranumission by the Overland Mails, and except 
those specially marked via “ Falmouth,” will be 
gent through France, and thus be subject to the 
heavier rate of pustage . 


Second.— Letters and Newspapers addressed to 
France as well as those to other foreign countries 
with which ‘france is the channel of communica.

An Act for the better custody of persons, convicted 
of Thugqgee and Dacoity. 


Whereas it often happens that the offences of 
Thuggee and Dacoity are committed by gangs, as 
well within the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company, as in those of 
Native Princesa or States io alliance with the said 
Company, and it may bh: necessary for the safoty 
of persons and property within the ‘Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany, that persous convicted of the like offences 
within the Territories of such Princes or States, 
should be kept in secure custody, which cannot 
always be dune within the last mentiuned Terri- 
tories : 


It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the local Government of any part of the Territo- 
rieg, subject to the Government of the Kast India 
Company, to authorize the reception and detention .

that on which the sentence should be passed 
unless the same should bappen to be Sunday and 
in that case on the Monday following, and that 
sentence should be pronounced immediately after 
the conviction of every Murderer unless the 
Court should see reasonable cause for postponing 
the same, aud such sentence shoukl expresa not 
only the usual judgment of death but also the 
time thereby appointed for the execution thereof : 
and it. was by the said Act provided that after such 
sentence should have been pronounced it should 
be Jawful for the Court or Judga to stay the 
execution thereof if such Court or Judge should so 
think fit: and whereas for the ends of justice, and 
especially more effectually to preserve from an

hereafter be convicted upon erroneous or perjured 
evidence it is expedient to alter and amend the 
suid recited Act in these respects :

Whereas it often happens that the offences of 
Thuggee and Ducoity are committed by gangs, as 
well within the Territories sabject to the Govern- 
ment of the Hast India Company, as in those of 
Native Princes or States in alliance with the said 
Company, and it may be necessary for the safety 
of persons and property within the ‘Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany, that persons convicted of the like offences 
within the Territories of such Princes or States, 
should be kept in secure custody, which cannot 
always be done within the last mentioned Terri- 
tories : 


Itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the local Government of any part of the Territo- 
ries subject to the Government of the East India 
Company, to authorize the reception and detention 
jn any part of those Territories, for the periods 
specified in their respective sentences, of persons 
sentenced to imprisonment or transportation for 
the offences of Thuggee, Dacoity, or the offen- 
ces of belonging to any gang of Thugs or De 
coits, within the: Territories of any Native Prince 
or State in alliance with the said Company.

An Act for securing certain ininunities and 
privileges to His Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, 
dlis Family and Retinuc.

Whereas questions have lately been raised as to 
the lability of persons of the Family Household 
and Retinue of His Uighness the Nabob of tha 
Carnatic to the process and jurisdiction of Courte 
of Justice, and it is deemed expedient that provi- 
sion should be made for protecting by legislative 
enactment, under the qualifications hereinafter 
mentioned, certain individuals of the Family 
Household and Retinue of his said [Highness 
from any Buch hability, and from claims and liti- 
gation to establish any such liability : 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the Governor Couneil of Fort Saint 
George to publish, from time to time, in the 
Gazette at Madrasa, lists containing the names of 
persons belonging to the Family Housetiold or 
Retinue of Flis Highness the Nabob of the Car- 
natic, or of the Nabob Regent for the time being, 
who are to be entitled under this Act to privilege 
from Civil and Criminal process, and also from 
time to time to revise and alter such lists anJ 
publish in the Gazette as aforesaid new fiets 
of the persons entitled for the tine = beings 
tosuch privilege, and the list which shall have

Jf. And it is hereby enacted, that no Writ or 
Process ehail at any time be sued forth or proge- 
ented against the person, goods or property of His 
Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the 
Nabob Regent for the time being, or of any per- 
son whose name shall be included in any list s0 
published in the Gazette as aforesaid, and which 
for the time being shall be in force and effect for 
the purposeof this Act, unless such Writ or Process 
shall be so sued forth or prosecuted with the con- 
sent of the Governorin Council of Fort St. George 
first had and obtained, such consent to be testified 
by the signature of the Secretary, or one of the 
Secretaries of Government, and that any Writ or 
Process which shall at any time be sued forth or 
prosecuted against the person or goods or property 
of His said Highness, or of the Nabob Regent, or 
of any such person as aforesaid, without such con- 
sent as aforesaid, so testified as aforesaid, shall be 
utterly null and void. 

III. And it is hereby enacted and directed, 
that the said Governor in Council of Fort St. 
George shall from time to time cause to be fur- 
nished to the Governor General of India in Coun- 
¢il copies of any and every list which shall be so 
published as aforesaid, and shall conform to and 
follow any directions which he may from time to 
time receive from the Governor General of Tadia 
in Council respecting the persons to be included 
in any such list from time to time, and otherwise 
witb respect to the matters which are the subject 
of this Act. Aud also that the said Governor 
in Council of Fort St. George shall from time to 
‘time caase every list, which shall be published in 
the Gazette as aforesaid, to be also otherwise pub- 
lished in such manner as shall be deemed proper 
and sufficient for the purpose of making the same 
generally known, | 

JV. And it is hereby enacted and provided, 
that this Act shall not be construed or be held to 
be in any way declaratory or explanatory of the 
meaning or effect of any Treaty made or entered 
into with His Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, 
and shall not be construed either to enlarge or 
restrict the operation of any such Treaty, and that 
independently of this Act His Highness the Nabob 
of the Carnatic and the Nabob Regent for the time 
being and their respective families, dependants, 
and retinue shall be entitled toclaim, maintain 
and enjoy any privilege which by virtue of any 
such Treaty or otherwise they may be rightfully 
entitled to.

Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered at 
the first Meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India, after the 30th November next.
